TWO GREAT COLONIALS 

THROUGHOUT the British 
Empire the name of General 
Jan Smuts is now held in 
high estimation, which is all 
the more remarkable Consid- 
ering that he won his spurs in war- 
fare against- us.- ■ 

When the South 'African Renuh- 
lics raised their Standards against 
Britain he was Only twenty-nine 
years of age; but the quiet young 
lawyer soon made himself known as 
a taeticiau of. resource and a born 
leader of men. But General Smuts 




General Jan Saints and Colonel Sir 
. Joseph Ward 

is something gteater than a soldier. 
When he had convinced himself that 
the Boer cause was lost; he accepted 
ihe new situation with perfect loy- 
alty. No one has worked more 
steadily to make South Africa a 
united state and to obliterate the 
old distinctions of Burgher and 
nit lander. To-day he stands in the 
front rank of the defenders of the 
Empire.' It is honourable alike to 
himself and to the British statesmen 
who made such a consummation 
possible. 

Sir Joseph Ward, unlike General 
Smuts, has never been called upflti 
to bear arms against the Empire, 
among whose leaders he occupies a 
prominent place. Born fifty-seven 
years ago, he has successively held 
almost every ministerial portfolio 
in the Governments of New Zealand. 
He is a very warm friend of The 
Salvation- Army, and has on several 
occasions publicly expressed his ad- 
miration for our. work. 



BIG AVIATION PLANS 

r^ECLARING that 25,000 aviators 
'■''could do more to end the war 
than a million additional soldiers, 
Allan Hawley, president. of the Aero 
Club of America, urged the estab- 
lishment of a separate department of 
aeronautics. He estimated that a 
billion dollars would be required to 
put 100,000 American aeroplanes and 
ten to twenty thousand aviators 
into the war. 

What might remain of tbe 100.000 
aeroplanes when peace is restored 
eould be utilized for commercial 
purposes, he said. A French Gov- 
ernment commission is now making 
plans for such use, Mr, Hawley pre- 
dicted that .the day of Lrans-Atlan- 
tic air lines was at hand. "We are 
now manufacturing air cruisers 
capable of crossing the Atlantic, 
and have Loih ihe pilots and the 
instruments needed for pi,oting 
them," he snld, 

500,000 NEW GARDENS 

THE President of the British 
Board of Agriculture reccolly 
slated lhai 172,000 iipw gardens had 
been laid out in urban aruas, and as 
railway companies and collcrics had 
both given land, something like half 
a million more gardens arc now be-' 
ing cultivated for crops. Their num- 
ber has- increased fourfold within 
the last few murillih. 

Even in Bcrmondscy" really good 
crops are being produced. Owr 
1,000 acres of additional land are 
undo" cultivation in Middlesex. 
Wandsworth before the war had 100 
allotments and now has 2,200, while 
Southall has 2,000 to a population 
of 30,000. 



STAGGERING WAR FIGURES 
A GRAPHIC impression of some 
**oi the extraordinary aspects of 
the present war was recently given 
by General Sir William Robertson, 
Chief of the British Imperial Staff. 

In the armies of all the bclliger-. 
ents, he said, there are now twenty- 
four million men, which excludes, 
Ihe great civilian armies behind the 
front; in the Franco-Prussian War 
the total of all casualties was less 
than 500,000, while in this war the 
billed alone eau he eounted by the 
million. 

'"During the last five or six weeks 
we have, I suppose," said General 
Rohertson, "expended some 200,000 
tons of a mm (.in iii on, which hasto be 
moved by road, rail, and sea -from 
the factories in England to the guns 
in France, and man-handled prob- 
ably mil less lhan half a . dozen

ORDERS FOR WOMEN 

IN recognition of the manfold ser- 
vices rendered in connection with 
the war, both by ' British subjects 
and their. Allies, King George has 
instituted two new order*. 

The first is- an order of Knight- 
hood, styled "Order of the British 
Empire." It will follow the prece- 
dents Of other similar orders, and 
consists' of five classes or grades and 
will be awarded both to women and 
men for services rendered to tbe 
Empire at home and abroad. The 
first two classes will, in the ease of 
men, carry (he honour of Knight- 
hood, and in the case of women the . 
privilege of ■ prefixing tbe title 
"Dame"; to their names. 

The ^second prdct, which will be
